REPUBLICAN POLICY. 


THE EXILED King of Spain, Alfonso XII, has issued 

a striking manifesto, declaring that he has re- 
nounced none of his Royal Rights, refusing to believe 
that he has permanently. lost the love of his people, and 
indicating a confidence that he will be recalled at some 
time in the future to rule over the destinies of Spain. 


Meanwhile, the Navy, the Civil Guard—to prevent 


an ugly incident at Madrid—and Ministers 


abroad have 


declared their allegiance to the Republic, of which Senor 
Alcala Zamora has been nominated first President. 
The Provisional Government announces that it will 
submit its actions to the verdict of -a Constituent 
Assembly, the elections for which will be held shortly.

Paris, Apr. 15, 
The manifesto to his people 
which King Alfonse left) behind 
him with a request that publica- 
tion be delayed until he had left 

Spain, has now been disclosed. 
. Prepared by Alfonso’s own 
hand, the manifesto says: 


“The elections have cleurly 
shown that I have fost the love 
of my people, but my conacience 
tells me that this disaffection 
will not be permanent because I 
have always acted go as to 
serve Spain, 

“Doubtless. | have erred some. 
times. but Spain has always 
been generous to unwilful faults, 

“T might have used various | 
means to maintain the royal 
prerogative, but I want resolute- 
ly to’ eschew anything that 

might throw my countrymen 
into a civil, fratricida) war. 


“I renounce none’ of my 
‘rights. I am waiting to 
learn the real expression of 
the collective opinion of the 
public and until -the nation 
has:'spoken, I deliberately 
suspend the exercise of the 
Royal _Power and depart 
from Spain, thus recognising 

that she is ithe sole mistress 
of her destinies. 


“f am performing a duty dic- 

tated to me by the love of my 

* country and I pray to God that 

other Spaniards may have as 

deep a comprehension of their 
duty as 1.” 


* The manifesto has caused a 
profound {mpression in Spain and 
abroad, though the tfecling of the 
people may be illustrited in a 
threatening incident in the streets 
of Madrid to-day.

A few minutes later, the retir- 
ing King reappeared. and saluted 
the by-stunders, His face and 
manner did not) betray any 
emotion when he ‘said: 


“T have to demonstrate that I 
am more democratic than those 
who consider themselves demo- 
cratic. There was only one 
thing to do after the result of 
Sunday's voting’ and if 1 failed 
to do this.I should bring about 
civil ‘war, 


““T love Spain too much not to 
do: this.” - 

The courtiers heard this brief 
farewell in tears, and Alfonso, 
with affectionate phrases, em- 
braced them severally. He then 
partook of a light supper, said 
farewell to the Queen and his 
children, asking them to return to 
their room, and then spoke a few 
words to the Guard of Honour 
provided by halbadiers, whose 
ofecrs broke into cries of “Viva 
el Rey.” 

All witnessing the seene were 
greatly moved, but the King, still 
enlm, waved his hand, turned as 
he entered the lift und said quiet- 
ly, “Long Live Spain,” and depart-

SIMILAR SUGGESTIONS URGED 
FOR YEARS.

Very little enthusiasm was ex- 
hibited by local piece-goods 
dealers when interviewed this 
morning “on the suggestions 
made by the British Cotton Mis- 
sion for the restoration of Lan- 
cashire's trade with China. 

The general opinion seemed to 
be that the proposals would be 
earried no further than their 
present stage, and thatoeven cf 
the suggestions for the: eomplete 
re-organisation of the system of 
selling the goods in China were 
adopted, it would be useless unless 
the Lancashire mills came into 
line with extensive reductions in 
the cost of production, - 


‘Trade Lost. 


Mr. P2S. Cassidy of Messrs. 4. 
D. tlutchinson and Co, Ltd, 
summed up the position in the fol- 
lowing words:—“I don't think it 
{the report), will have any effect, 
fo far as recapturing the markets 
lost to Japan, It may materially 
assist In bringing Lancastire a 
little closer to Japanese — prices, 
but whether sufficiently tu regain 
the large amount of business lost, 
is open to very doubtful question.

Five Ways in Which to 
Use Them. 


Although it is unnecessary , tol fess than.a pint of water. 


blanch walnuts in the way that al- 
monds require to be treated, it 
sometimes happens that the skin is 
rather tough. Particularly iy this 
so when the nuts are fresh gather- 
ed If the skin should scem lea- 
thery peel off as much as possible 
before chopping the nuts. 

Here. are some of the ways in 
which walnuts can be used. 


Walnut Princes. 


Ingredients: Gez, icing sugar, 
Soz. chopped walnuls, 2 whites of 
CKES. : ‘ 
Put sugar and walnuts into a 
basin and add the unwhipped whites 
of the exes. Werk all togther for 
about ten minutes until the mixture 
thickens, and then lay small por- 
tions on a rice paper covered baking 
sheet. Sprinkle a little: chopped 
walnut on the top of cach eake and 
buke in a fairly quick oven for 
twenty minutes, 


Walnut Snvouries, 


Ingredients: 1 small cream 
cheese J stoned olives, '2 teaspoon- 
ful salt. Cracker crumbs. Walnuts. 

Chop the stoned olives and mix 
well with the cream cheese salt and 
a dust of pepper. Shape into 
globes and roll each in sifted erac- 
ker crumbs. Flatten and set half 
a walnut on each side. Dish up on 
a d’oyley covered plate. 


Walnut Cheese. 


Ingredient: loz. chopped wal- 
nuts, 40z. grated cheese, 202. 
brend-erumbs. loz. bitter. ‘The 
juice of half a lemon 2 table- 
spoonfuls chopped onion. Salt 
and pepper. : ‘

Cook the onion in the butter and 
a little water until seft and mix 
in the remainder of the ingredi- 
ents.

the bottom of a shallow, wetted pan 
with half of the jelly and, when 
nearly set, place halves of walnuts 
one inch apnrt over the entire ‘aur- 
face. ‘Pour the remainder of the 
felly carefully: over and leave until 
firm. Cut into squares and garnish 
each with a rough heap of whipped 
crenm sprinkled with finely 
chopped walnuts. 


Walnut Pudding, 


Ingredienta: 3 egys. 207. sugar, 
doz. breaderumbs, loz. chopped wal- 
nuts. ‘ : 


Beat the yolks of the egys until 
Hight und frothy and add the-sugar 
and breadcrumbs and mix thorough- 
ly. Fold in the stiffly whipped 
whites of the eggs and the chopped 
winuts and divide the mixture into 
two sandwich cake tins. Bake in 
rather a slow oven until browned— 
nbout half an hour., When slightly 
cool set the two halves together with 
apricot jam to which a litle chapped 
walnut has been added. -Sprend a 
little jam on top of the pudding and 
garnish with halves of walnuts.

THE PIECE GOODS 
PROBLEM. 


As was expected, the British 
Cotton which recently 
visited the Far Enst reports that 
the Lancashire 
manufacturers in the  Qrient 
tentres arotnd the price 
factor. This, in effect, is what 
the Misslon was told when it was 
in Hongkong. We recalled quite 
recently Sir Thomas Allen's retort 
when he owas told that the piece 
sgouds Market in the East is a price 
market. His remarks that 
point could be interpreted us mean- 
ing that if the standard of wage 
and Hving seen in the ar East 
must become the standard for Bri- 
tain if she hopes to compete suc: 
cessfully with the Oriental manu- 
facturer, then there vould be ho

question of recapturing the lost 
trade. In spite of this utterance, 
however, the Mission plainly says 
that if Lunenshire is to recover 
any of her Jost ground, her prices 
must not exceed those of Japan, 
her principal competitor. To the 
layman, it is difficult to see 4ow a 
sufficient reduction in costs is to 
be effected, although there is ob- 
viously much room for cutting 
down on marketing expenses. 
Whilst it may ibe true that 
quality has become a secondary 
consideration latterly, owing to 
the reduced purchasing power of 
the people, the fact still remains 
that quality does count for some- 
thing. British plece goods have 
ever led the way in this respect, 
and it would be wrong to concen- 
trate solely on shoddy products in 
a desperate attempt to get down ta 
a low level of cost. The pro- 
bability is that the consumer, 
whilat not prepared to pay the 
present difference as between 
British and Japanese goods, might 
willingly buy the British article 
at a slightly higher cost provided 
the quality ia definitely higher. 
It {s, however, in regard td the 
marketing arrangements that the 
biggest need for reform is appar- 
ent. Renlising this point, the 
Mission advocntes the creation of 
n epecial organisation, the object 
of which shall be the centralisa- 
tion of acllihg agencies: and the 
gaining of more direct contact with 
the Chinose buyers. - Thore can be 
little doubt that in the case of pleco 
goods, as in regard to many other 
commodities, prices are needlessly 
increased because of the large 
number of intermediarics through 


which tho goods have to pass 
before they evontually reach the 
user... This is the main! reason 
why the Mission advoentes working 
through fewer channela. Whether 
the scheme outlined in ipracticable 
isn matter for those concerned 
with the industry's problems, but 
in the-opinion of the members of 
the Mission, who mre technical 
men and ought to know what they 
ure talking about, there can be no 
improvemant in the situation with- 
out radical alterationa in the 
methods of exporting and market- 
fig, 8 

There is one aspect of the ques- 
tion touched upon by the Mission’ 
which ig of peculiar interest and 
importance to this Colony. This 
is the section of the Report which 
advocates the standardisation of 
qualities required By the China 
market and tle maintenance of 
atocks at selected points, it 
readiness for quick dellvery a8 
ocension warrants. For this pur- 
Pose, we can conceive of no better 
centre than Hongkong, which can 
claim immense advantages from 
the fact that ft is a free port. 
Indeed, this Colony mixht well 
‘become the hendquartera of the 
proposed new organisation or of 
the selected houses through which 
it may work, Govds could be stor- 
ed here without the necessily of 
paying the heavy import taxes 
levied in China until such time as 
they are actually required, This 
is an aspect of the question which 
might well be taken up: by the 
Chambers of Commerce or by 
houses which are keeping in touch 
with the Mission. On the general 
question of costs, to 
have already alluded, the Mission

docs well to urge on every section 
of the industry to consider how 
these can be reduced. It may not 
be possible to meet to the full the 
intense compctition from Japanese 
sources, but if a really big effort

On Sunday, when the result of the 
elections revealed’ the nationwide 
anti-monarchist feeling, he at 
once. realised that the people's 
vote wan recorded, against him 
personally, and clearly contem- 
plated a graceful retirement. It 
needed only further demonstra- 
tions of Republican fecling to in- 
duce him to hasten his departure, 
not becnuse he entertained fear

What is a “Living Wage”? 3 - 


By B. SEEBOHM ROWNTREE,

‘N this perlod of economic up- 
heaval, when ‘every nation is 
anxiously seeking customers for 
its goods, questions of production 
coats and of wages are likely to 
elaim a large amount of public at- 
tention. It ia therofore desirable 
to ask, in the .light of to-duy's 
prices, whnt sum constitutes a 
living wage? 

The amount which should: be 
allowed for “wants” after nbuolute 
‘needa’ have been provided for 
is to some oxtent n question of 
individual opinion, and perhnps 
the moat useful way of upproach- 
Ing the matter ig to seek to 
establish the minimum sum on 
which a family of given size can 
be maintained in a state of physi-- 
eal efficiency—and then to add 
whatever sum we think adequate 
in order to arrive at a reasonable 
living wage. 

In fixing wages, the first ques- 
tion is the size of family to be 
supported by the breadwinner. 
To-day much is said and written 
in favour of n system whereby 
wages shall be supplemented by 
family allowances; but whatever 
may be the merits of such a system, 
public optnion in this country in 
not yet ready to adopt it. 

Afew years ago FT made an 
elaborate investigation, which con- 
vinced me that in fixing wages 
we cannot allow for Jess than three 
dependent children. Thia may be 
thought ah over-estimate,. but as.o 
matter of fact, in the wide range 
of familics covered by my inquiry, 
more than half the children be- 
longed to households where, for a 
number of years, there were more 
than three children dependent en- 
tirely on the father’s enrnings. 


Food First. 


Having decided the size of family 
the wage mual provide for, the next 
step is to ascertain the minimum 
sum which must be spent on the 
various necessaries of life in order 
to keep the family in a state of 
physical efficiency. The chief item 
ia food. Here the firat problem is 
to ascertain how much nutriment, 
expressed in protein and calories of 
fuel energy, Is necessary for physi- 
cal efficiency, 

Although opinions differ, and the 
amounts vary .with body weight, 
severity of work, and other things, 
the consensus of opinion ‘seems to 
point to 116 grams of protein and 
3,600 cnlories of fuel energy per 
man per day as the moat reason- 
able average figure to allow—with 
eight-tenths of this for 1 woman, 
and an average of half the amount 
for ench of the three children. 


The next task in. building up our]- 


budget is to translate his nutriment 
into a dietary. If we adopt a 
budget providing for the cheapest 
cuts of butcher's meat,and make a 
liberal use of such foods as pens, 
margarine, and -bread, we arrive 
at o figure of 20s. 9d. a week. But 
I want to make it quite clear that 
tho dietary is as economical as 
and hardly more attractive than {5 
provided: in workhouses, and that 
in order to maintain full physical 
efficiency on such a sum the house 
wife must possess a very full know- 
ledge of the dietetic value of dlf- 
ferent foodstuffs, and be willing to 
act on {t.

Now take rent. What shall wo 


allow for this? Since wo are geek- -- - 


ing to establigh a minimum cost, 
the house must be sufficiently good 
ond spacious to enable the family 
to maintain health, and to allow 
for separation of the sexes, ‘but 
nothing ntore. Rents vary widely, 
especially a8 between town and 
country, and obviously no estimate 
made could apply in all possible 
circumstances. Yet, as we must 
tuke some figure, I think 93. a week 
for rent and rates is o fair average 
for towns, and considerably leas in 
the country. : 

The next Item {is clothes. When 
I investigated this matter, years 
ogo, a large number of housewives 
belonging to the poorer class of 


workpeoplo were interviowed, They. 


were asked: What is the lowest 
sum on which you can clothe youre 
self and family, providing what is 
necessary to keep you warm and 
dry, and sufficiently respectable to 
get work, but allowing absolutely 
nothing for “finery?” The investl- 
gators discugaed cach article. of 
clothing for father, mother, and 
children, and finally arrived ot a 
figure which seemed a fair average. 
At to-day's prices thnt would be 1s. 
2d. per. week for the man, 1s, for 
the woman, and 10d. cuch for the 
thildren—a total of 45. 8d. 
The figure for coal, light, and 
houschold sundries, arrived at ina 
similar way as the result of care- 
ful investigation, would bo 4s. 4d. 
for coal and light, with coal at 2. 
8d. per. bag of 10 stoncs, and 1s. 


8d. a week for such houschold sun- . 


dries as charing materials, minor 
replncementa of pots and pans.” 
Finally, there is compulsory 
Health and Unemployment Insur- 
ance, tho worker's contributions to 
which amount to 1s.

KIDDIES WARNED. 


“gwo European children on the 
Peak were concerned in an nsrault 
case which came before Mr, Scho- 
field at the Central Magistracy to- 
day. a 

A chair bearer wns charged with 
avanulting Mary, Kerrick, the six- 
cyear-old daughter of Major Ker- 
rick. A companion, Alistair Me- 
Intyre, who was with the girl, was 
cited as a witness of the a jeged 
aasault, 


Stating the ‘ense, Sub-Inspector 
Logan, of the Mount Gough Station, 
xatd that on Tuesday afternoon both 
children were playing in the chair 
shelter on the Peak, near the Tram 
Station, There were some ebair 
coversa—cunoples of the — chaira-~ 

“where they were playing. From 
the statements he had taken, the 
gir) and the boy Were supposed to 
have interfered with the ennopies, 
by playing with) or stepping en 
them, 


The defendant informed the 
police that he told the children to 
yo away more than once. He went 
over to them on one occesign and 
told them not to Interfere with the 
canopies. He was nileged to have 
xtruck the girl on the side of the 
head, ‘There was on mark_on her 
nose, She bled freely, Then a 
soldier, Private G. &. Coleman, 
came on the scene, He could teath- 
fy that the xirl was standing near 
the cootle, with her nose bleeding. 
The coolie was alleged ta have 
struck one blow, 


Coolle’nh: Version. 


As to the coolie's version of the 
case, he saidche went over to the 
boy and the girl, both of whom, he 
sald, were dancingg on the vanopies 
of the chairs, one of which, when 
examined, was found to be slieedy 
damaged, He told them in Chin- 
ese te zo away. When they did not 
desirt, he went oVer to them, and 
avhen he started to chase them, the 
girl tripped and fell and hurt her 
nose, Ele was cnlting three other 
chair coolies to substantiate his 
statement. . 


The Magistrate enquired if there 
were any bamboos lying about on 
which the girl, in falling, might 
have struck her nose, and Inspec- 
tor Logan said he had gone inte’ 
the question and found that the only 
things approximating these were 
the supports on which the — cano- 
pies were held, 


“GE batled him out, myself," sald 
Inspector Lavan, referring to the 
defendant. 


The officer went on to explain 
that it was usual for the No. tin 
charge of the coolies to. bail them 
out when they got into trouble, but 
he was obsent. The devendant in 
the present case could net find 
the money, “He is a respectable 
coolie, and perhaps lost hin tem- 
per,” the Inspector suggested. 


A Previous Case. 


He agreed with his Worship 
that these cases of assault on chil- 
dren were extremely rare in the 
Colony. He. had been two-and- 
a-half years on the Peak, and the 
present was ohly the second case 
that had come to his notice. In the 
firat case, the coolie concerned did 
not come before the Court. It waa 
settled by the Inspector General 
of Police, Mr. Wolfe, in the coolic’s 
favour, The children, it had then 
appeared, hud been playing with the 
coolie, getting into his chair. When 
wetting out of it, one of them fell 
down and he accused the coolic of 
striking him. That was- the com- 
clusion Mr. Wolfe came to—that 
the bay in question was interfer- 
ing with the chair.

“CROCKERY THEFT 
BY COOK. , 


HELPED HIMSELF TO MESS 
EQUIPMENT. 


GIVEN FINE OPTION. 


A cook employed at the Wireless 
Station mess on Stonecutters’ Is- 
land, appeared before Mr. Schofield 
at the Central Police Court this 
morning on charges of theft of a 
naucepan and a quantity of croc- 
kery, and, alternatively, of receiving 
the articles knowing them to have 
been stolen or unlawfully obtained, 

Mr. Horace Lo appeared 
‘for the defendant and said 
he wns pleading guilty to 
the. first charge, which would 
nutomatically remove the second. 
He would like to appeal to his Wor- 
ship for lenfency for the defendant, 
who was employed in the Wirless 
meas at Stonecutters.: He had been 
engaged there for the past four 
years and during that time had 
taken small quantities of crockery 
buck to his house. He had no in- 
tention of taking them for sale but 
only fell into the temptation to take 
some of the crockery for hla own 
personal pac. Most of the crockery 
had heen found in his house. 


Continuing, Mr. Lao said he onder- 
stood that the crockery in use at the 
mess would not be regarded — as 
serviceable when it got chipped or 
broken and although, they did not, 
of course, authorise the defendant 
to take them away for his awn per- 
sonal use, he was tempted to do so 
ns he thought that in any case they 
would not be of any further use to 
his employers. 


The crockery in Court, sald Mr, 
La, represented what he had taken 
from time to time during the four 
years, 
fendant’s employers had been com- 
plotely antisfied with defendant as a 
cook and that the police were not 
taking a serious view of the case, 

In reply to his Worship, Detective 
Sergeant J, R. Clark anid that, with 
the exception of one plate, the 
crockery was all in ‘good condition. 
The total value was $24. 

Hia Worship decided to give the 
alefendant the option of a fine of 
875 or six weeks’ Nard labour in 
default.

Kidnapping Sentences,

Sir,—Members of the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children should be rather upset 
when they came across newspaper 
reporta that kidnappers are given 
exceptionally Hght sentences of 
Inte. For child stealing no con- 
siderntion is given for the anguish 
of the parents and kidnappers are 
given six months’ hard Iabour. 
Yesterday the kidnapper who sold 
two children in Amoy was after a 
long period, found walking in the 
streets af the Colony (possibly look- 
ing for further victims) was given 
12 months for the offence of steal- 
ing two boys. Only one boy has 
been rescued. The other {s still 
missing and possibly will spend the 
rest of his life in slavery. Hand- 
bag snatchers are usually given one 
year’s hard Inbour and 18 strokes 
‘of the ent.

“GROSS CRUELTY 
TO PIGS. 


FIVE MEN REPRIMANDED BY 
MAGISTRATE. 


FINES IMPOSED. 


. A story of gross’ cruelty to pigs 

was unfolded at, the Kowloon 
Magistracy this. morning before 
Mr. Hamilton when five men, Liu 
San, Chan Luk, Chan Cheung, 
Cheong Cheung and Iu Wing, were 
charged with cruclty to piga in 
transporting them to the Yaumati 
railway station in a motor lorry 
on April 11. 


The first two defendants had been 
proviourly charged, nnd the case 
had been adjourned in order that 
tho other three might be produced. 

At tho previous hearing, a 
Chinese detective had given cVi- 
dence. It transpired that he had 
stopped the ‘lorry at the railway 
station. It was being driven by 
the firat defendant‘ and five other 
men were seated on the crates. 
There were .altogether ten crates 
with pigs Inside, and they were in 
three tiers, The detective found 
that in one crate there were three 
pigs, of which one was dead, while 
in another crate, in which there 
was no matting, was another dead 
pig. The driver had pointed out 
the second defendant as the owner, 
and he in turn had anid that three 
other men owned all but three of 
the pigs. 


* Lam Ming, a Chinese detective, 
yave evidence this morning, say- 
{ng that he had made inquiries and 
found that-the three other defen- 
dants hed sent pigs in the same 
lorry. 


The first defendant, ineanswer to 
the charge, said the coolies and 
packed the crates, and he only 
drove the lorry to Yaumati. : 


Mr. Hamilton:—Can’t you under- 
stand that it is grossly cruel to put 
three tlers of crates with pixs in- 
side and convey them over a dis- 
tance of 26h miles? Two of the 
pigs were dead at the end of the 
journey. 

The first defendant :—The coolies 
were responsible for the packing. 
I was only in charge of the lorry. 

Mr. Hamilton:—You are in the 
name position as the captain of a 
ship, who has to see that the pigs 
nre properly packed when bring- 
ing them here. 


The second defendant said he 
owned three ‘pigs. He thought 
thay had been properly packed. 

Mr. Hamilton, addressing the 
first defendant, said;—The next 
time the accond defendant comes 
with pigs, put him in the lorry 
and put the pigs on top of him. 

The third, fourth and fifth de 
fendants said the coolies had been 
responsible for the -packing. 


Mr. Hamilton:—You are respon- 
sible for seeing that they are pro- 
perly packed. Your position — Is, 
however, different from the _ first 
two defendants, whq actually. saw 
the packing, but legally you are 
responsible for the ultimate .re- 
sult, But 1 will make a distinction 
between your case und the other 
two men. In thelr case it was 
gross cruelty, The first and second 
defendants are fined '$25 or one 
month's imprisonment each, and 
you three $5 each. ‘

Shanghal, Apr, 15.’ 

The annual mecting of-forolgn 
ratepnyars of the Shanghal Inter: 
nationil Settlement was held to- 
day, 

The mecting was for the pur. 
bose of devising ways ond moans 
of ralaing the requisite funds: for 
municipal purposes, and to pags 
resolutions in reference thereto and 
to’ deliberate and decide upon 
other municipal matters and buai- 
nessa, ‘The accounts of the Coun- 
cl for the yetr ended December 
1930, were submitted for the anne. 
tion and approval of ratepayers. 

All the resolutions put forward 
by the Coundil were enrried. 

There were about 360 
ratepayers present, 

The Chairman, Brig, Gen. Mac- 
naghten, in his speech referred to 
the Economy Committee — and 
Salarion Commission, and said he 
beVeves the administration in 
future will be Sreatly facilitated 
and improved. 

Ne was ‘pleaded to atute that the 
functioning of the criminal side 
of the Specint District Courts 
during the peatyear was ona suf- 
ficiently high plane of efliciency 
to diapel to a very large extent the 
feura which disturbed the foreign 
community om year ago.

‘ COTTON MISSION 
REPORT. 


THE WAY TO-REGAIN 
CHINA TRADE. 


BAD MARKETING. 


Lohdon, Apr. 16. 

A storn warning to Lancashire 
that she cannot hope to regain or 
even'to retain her trade with the 
Far East unless her goods are 
placed on the market at competl- 
tive prices is contained in the 
Report of the British Cotton Mis- 
sion which visited the Far East 
recently under the Chairmanship 
of Slr Ernest Thompson.., 


Price Before Quality. 


The Mission, in ita Report which 
‘has Just beon published, stresses 
the importance of, Lancashire get- 
ting into closer touch with fhe 
China market and recommends the 
setting up of a special organisa- 
tion for this purpose. After 
pointing out that Japan as a mur 
ket Ja virtually closed, the Report 
anys that China still needs to Im- 
port a large quantity of piece 
goods, but that owing to the re- 
duced purchasing power of the 
people, quality has ‘become a 
secondary consideration and that 
if Lancashire is to recover any of 
the lost ground her prices must not 
exceed those of her principal com- 
petitor—Japan. 


The First Essential, 


The Report points out that 
Japan's advantage in cont at every 
stage of production Is cumulative, 
the effect of which is cons erable. 
It emphasises that the reduction of 
British costs ig thé first essential. 
In pointing out that the cost of 
merchanting and distribution also 
enters Into the prices at which 
Lancashire goods can, be sold, the 
Report declares that’ the = present 
position as regards marketing js 
far from satisfactory. 


Holding of Stocks, 


The Mission investigated various 
suggestions designed to increase 
the sale of British piece goods, all 
centring around the formation of 
a Company in Britain to control 
the export and sale of Lanenshire 
goods in Chinn, cither nt the Treaty 
ports to importing houses, leaving 
the distribution to Chinese dealers 
as at present, or at Treaty ports 
direct to Chinese dealers, or by 
undertaking the whole of the sale 
and distribution. through its own 
agents. Regurding this, the Re, 
port snys: “We have come to the 
conclusion a would be unwise 
for any such Company to. enibark 
on up-country trading in view of 
the prevailing unrest and possible 
opposition from existing dealers. 
We favour, however, the holding of 
stocks in China of bulk lines which 
is the trade in which Lancashire 
must recover if she is to sce a:neal 
{mprovement, But, it is quite’ im- 
possible to visualise the holding of 
ktocks in any considerable quanti- 
ties while Lancashire’s business is 
conducted through so Jarge a num- 
ber-of merchants, all competing one 
against another. We are satisfied 
that there will be no improvement 
without radical alteration in the 
methods of exporting and murke- 
ting.” 

Selling Organisntion. 


In recommending the setting UD 
of a special organisation, the Mis- 
sion says that if this is done it 
should be possible to arrange for 
the standardisation, of qualifics re- 
quired in the China market and to 
place orders with spinners, manu- 
fucturers, and finishers of such 
dimensions as to secure that the 
yoods will. be . manufactured and 
finished at very much lower costs 
than at present. Such an orgunisa- 
tion would be in a position to ascer- 
tain the requirements of the 
market and to maintain stocks at 
the more select points. It could 
maintain its own organisation in 
China and work either through the 
existing importing houses or 
selected number thereof. If this 
proved to be impracticable or for 
any reason undesirable, the organ- 
isntion In China could work through 
Chinese dealers or its own appointed 
agents as circumstanecs required. | 


Costs Must be, Reduced. 


An alteration in the marketing 
system, however, is not sufficient to 
bring about an early and appreci- 
able increnge. An increase of pro- 
duction costs ‘in the Enst is im- 
probable and therefore the Report 
urges all engaged fn the industry, 
from the buying of. raw.cotton to 
the sale of the ‘finished article, to 
consider soparately.and jointly how 
costs can bo reduced and so enable 
yarn and cloth to be placed on the 
market at competitive prices, The: 
Report concludes by sayin that 
there ja no hope of Lancashire in- 
creasing her trade in the markets 


o? the East unless radical changes |’ 


ure made. 
Must be Competitive. 


The Report uf the Economic 
Mission, which visited the Far 
East simultancously, {s‘ not yet 
published, but it fe stated that it 
confirms and supports the Cotton 
Mission's recommendations. “It ex- 
presses the opinion that no induetey 
so dependent on oxports as the Bri- 
tish cotton industry can continug to 
oxist unless fully competitive with 
other countries,—Retiter. .
